Through the Cleveland Browns Foundation, the annual “Back to 
School Campaign to benefit Shoes & Clothes for Kids", coupled 
with reading and classroom initiatives, help the Browns provide 
the basic fundamentals, while instilling a sense of pride that con- 
tinues to be discretely tugged away from students, 


Since the creation of the Marion Motley Scholarship Fund five 
years ago, the Cleveland Browns Foundation has awarded 
$100,000 in scholarships to students from Northeast Ohio. The 
opportunity has been made possible through a partnership with 
Cleveland Scholarship Programs and is designed to honor the 
legacy of Browns Hall of Famer Marion Motley — who broke down 
barriers in football to create opportunities for others. 


The Cuyahoga County Public Library is a valued partner of the 
Cleveland Browns as together we share the vision of encouraging 
reading among kids and families. “Read with the Browns” was 
Offered to kids in partnership with the Cuyahoga County Public 
Library, Cleveland Clinic and American Dairy Association Mideast 
and Fuel Up to Play 60 during the Browns season. By logging 
onto clevelandbrowns.com, families and children had the op- 
portunity to read along with a Browns player. Families living in 
Cuyahoga County were encouraged to visit one of the 28 Cuya- 
hoga County Public Library branches where fun activities took 
place throughout the season and kids had the chance to win great 
prizes. Nearly 3,000 kids participated in the Read with the Browns 
program, and the Browns will continue to offer exciting opportuni- 
ties designed to emphasize the importance of reading. In Febru- 
ary of 2009, hundreds of books were distributed from the library 
branches to kids on behalf of the Cleveland Browns Foundation in 
recognition of Black History Month. 


The Browns Play 60 program continues to grow as kids discover 
the joy of being active through a variety of different activities, in- 
cluding classroom programming. The Browns Play 60 Movement, 
in association with Medical Mutual of Ohio, Cleveland Clinic and 
American Dairy Association and Fuel Up to Play 60, strive to help 
build the healthiest generation of kids and families by encouraging 
kids to get 60 minutes of activity a day. 


Health and wellness has been at the forefront of the Browns 
outreach efforts and continues to grow as the Browns bring in- 
novative programs to our neighborhoods, while supporting other 
localized initiatives. 


Through Vision First, Cleveland Clinic's Cole Eye Institute and 
Cleveland Browns Foundation collaborate to ensure kids attend- 
ing school are not limited in achievement because of vision dif- 
ficulties. To elevate the problem of poor eyesight for kids in the 
inner-city schools, the Vision First eye mobile clinic visits schools 
in the Cleveland Metropolitan School District to provide free eye 
exams and prescription eye glasses to serve nearly 6,000 stu- 
dents annually. 


With a focus on kids with special needs as a result of physical limi- 
tations or illnesses, the Browns provide elite experiences for kids 
through local organizations.

For the second consecutive year, the Cleveland Browns Foun- 
dation and American Dairy Association Mideast built a Fitness 
Zone at a local schoo! to highlight the importance of the Play 60 
message. Volunteers including representatives from the Cleve- 
land Browns, American Dairy Association Mideast and other 
civic and school officials gathered throughout the day to install 
an outdoor fitness zone at Bedford City School District's Heskett 
Middle School in May 2010.

Receiving VIP treatment from the moment they 
arrive, families share the once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to watch 
pre-game from the sidelines before cheering for the coaches and 
players as they take the field for kickoff. Enjoying the game from 
a Browns luxury suite modified to accommodate individuals with 
special needs, guests enjoy a tailgate style meal to complement 
the spirit of Browns football. Organizations receiving exclusive 
invitations, include, but are not limited to, Cleveland Clinic Chil- 
dren's Hospital, Hattie Larlham, Make-A-Wish Foundation, Mus- 
cular Dystrophy Association, and United Cerebral Palsy.

The Browns welcomed 15 high school football teams to their 
Berea Training Facility for the inaugural Cleveland Browns High 
School Invitational. This 7-on-7 style toummament gave nearly 
300 athletes the opportunity to play on NFL practice fields and 
Olmsted Falls High School was crowned the champions.

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Youth Football programs have paved the way for athletes to pros- 
per in the NFL, and the Browns strive to help kids find their path in 
sports excellence through different avenues of youth football de- 
velopment. Through Cleveland Browns Youth Football, presented 
by Medical Mutual of Ohio, in association with Cleveland Clinic, 
multiple opportunities are provided annually allowing young ath- 
letes to participate in football programs. Over the past year, more 
than 140,000 local kids participated in these unique opportuni- 
ties. The Browns proudly celebrate USA Football Month in August 
along with NFL teams across the league, and most recently 4,000 
youth football players were guests of the Browns for the celebra- 
tory home game last year, 


In addition to showing support for the development of young ath- 
letes, the Cleveland Browns Foundation has been part of local 
field refurbishment projects. Through the Cleveland Browns and 
NFL Grassroots program, hundreds of thousands of dollars have 
been invested in local fields with visions of providing a safe area 
for kids to play football. 


The Cleveland Browns proudly awarded field refurbishment 
grants to both James Rhodes High School and Cleveland Central 
Catholic High School as part of the NFL/LISC Grassroots pro- 
gram. James Rhodes High School received a $100,000 grant to 
re-sod their football field, which also serves as one of the main 
fields for the 4,000 participants in the Greater Cleveland Muny 
Football League. Additionally, Cleveland Central Catholic High 
School received a $200,000 grant that was used to install a new 
synthetic turf field. The field will be used by the Cleveland Cen- 
tral Catholic, as well as numerous community organizations. The 
NFL Grassroots Program is a partnership between the NFL Youth 
Football Fund and LISC, the nation's leading community develop- 
ment support corporation. 


The Cleveland Browns High School Player Development (HSPD) 
program provides high school students a program that focuses on 
character development and specific football skill training by posi- 
tion. Through this program, each participant gains full awareness 
of what is necessary to become a successful collegiate student- 
athlete. The 2010 HSPD program took place at four locations 
throughout Northeast Ohio including: Baldwin-Wallace College, 
Canfield High School, Canton Glen Oak High School and Akron 
Hoban High School. In total, nearly 1,500 athletes took park in the 
2010 Cleveland Browns HSPD camps. Following the week long 
camps, 120 All-Stars were selected to participate in the Browns 
Regional 7-on-7 Tournament held at Cleveland Browns Stadium. 
From there, 12 individuals were selected to represent the Cleve- 
land Browns in the National 7-on-7 Tournament in Tampa, Fla.

Mike Holmgren — who has secured the 10th most victories of any head 
coach in NFL history - signed a contract to become President of the 
Cleveland Browns on January 5, 2010 after agreeing to assume the posi- 
tion on December 21, 2009. 


Holmgren joins the Browns with a remarkable resumé as an NFL head 
coach, one which includes 14 winning seasons in 17 overall campaigns, 
12 playoff berths, eight division championships, three Super Bowl ap- 
pearances and one Super Bow title. 


Most recently, Holmgren was the head coach of the Seattle Seahawks 
from 1999-2008. He guided the club to a 10-year regular season record 
of 86-74 (.538), giving him the most victories of any coach in that fran- 
Chise's history. His crowning achievement in Seattle occurred in 2005, 
when the Seahawks posted a regular season record of 13-3, captured 
the NFC West title and went on to play in Super Bowl XL before falling 
to Pittsburgh, 21-10. 


In Holmgren's 10 seasons at the helm of the Seahawks, the club ad- 
vanced to the playoffs on six occasions, two more times than they did in 
the previous 23 years of existence. In fact, Holmgren’s first year with the 
Club resulted in a 9-7 record and the AFC West title, marking the team's 
first winning record since 1990, and its initial playoff appearance and 
divisional crown since 1988 


Holmgren originally came to the Seahawks as Executive Vice President/ 
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General Manager & Head Coach on January 9, 1999. Following the 2002 
season, he decided to focus solely on coaching, relinquishing his duties 
as general manager. 


Before joining Seattle, Holmgren experienced a tremendous seven-year 
tun as head coach of the Green Bay Packers from 1992-98. His first 
season saw the Packers post a 9-7 record, a five-game improvement from 
the year prior to his arrival. Just twice in the previous 19 years before 
Holmgren’s tenure had the Packers produced winning records. By year 
two of Holmgren’s stint, Green Bay found itself not only in the playoffs, 
but winners of an NFC Wild Card game over Detroit. During his tenure in 
Green Bay, the Packers compiled a regular season record of 75-37 (.670), 
tying them with Dallas for the second-most victories in the NFL over this 
seven-year stretch (San Francisco, 85). Including the playoffs, Holmgren’s 
teams compiled a record of 84-42 (.667), giving him the third-most wins 
of any coach in the Packers’ storied history, trailing only Hall of Famers 
Curly Lambeau (212-106-21) and Vince Lombardi (98-30-4). Holmgren's 
winning percentage of .667 is second-best, trailing only the mark of .758 
by Lombardi. 


Holmgren's postseason success in Green Bay was equally as impressive. 
He led the Packers to the playoffs in each of his final six seasons, as they 
advanced to at least the Divisional round on five occasions, including 
three trips to lhe NFC Championship Game. The 1996 season marked 
the return of the Lombardi Trophy to Green Bay, as the Packers posted a 
13-3 regular season record and marched through the playoffs, culminating 
in a 35-21 win over New England in Super Bowl XXXI. Green Bay also 
reached the Super Bowl the following year before falling to Denver, 31-24. 
Holmgren's 1996 club led the league in both points scored (team-record 
456) and points allowed (210), one of only 12 teams in NFL history to ac- 
complish the feat and the first since the 1972 Miami Dolphins. 


By winning at least one postseason game in five consecutive seasons 
(1993-97), Holmgren is one of only three coaches in NFL history to have 
achieved the feat, along with John Madden (Oakland, 1973-77) and Bill 
Belichick (New England, 2003-07). In addition, Holmgren is one of only 
five head coaches in NFL history to lead two different franchises to the 
Super Bowl, joining Don Shula (Baltimore, Miami), Bill Parcells (N.Y. Gi-

(Philadelphia, St. Louis). 


Holmgren joined the NFL head coaching fratemity with pedigree on his 
side, having tutored under Hall of Famer Bill Walsh with the San Fran- 
cisco 49ers, while Holmgren was an assistant from 1986-91 (1986-88 
under Walsh). Holmgren’s first three years by the Bay were spent as 
quarterbacks coach, while he served as offensive coordinator/quarter- 
backs coach over the final three seasons. In those six years, the 49ers 
boasted five NFC West titles and a pair of Super Bowl championships. 


Overall in 23 seasons as both an assistant and head coach in the NFL, 
Holmgren has been a part of teams that have put together a composite 
tegular season record of 232-134-1 (.634), reached double-digit win to- 
tals on 13 occasions, eamed 17 postseason trips and made five Super 
Bowl appearances, winning three. 


Holmgren got his start in the coaching profession in 1971 as an assistant 
at his alma mater, Lincoln High School in San Francisco, where he also 
taught history. He then spent the next nine years (1972-80) as a teacher 
and assistant coach at the prep level (Sacred Heart HS-San Francisco, 
1972-74; Oak Grove HS-San Jose, 1975-80) before breaking into the 
collegiate ranks, as offensive coordinator/quarlerbacks coach at San 
Francisco State in 1981. He then moved on to BYU in 1982, and spent 
the next four years as the Cougars’ quarterbacks coach. 


In his coaching career, Holmgren has worked with a pair of Hall of Fame 


quarterbacks in Joe Montana (49ers, 1986-91) and Steve Young (BYU, 
1982-83; 49ers, 1987-91), as well as a future Hall of Famer in Brett Favre 
(Green Bay, 1992-98). In addition, two other quarterbacks who went on 
to earn Pro Bowl status tutored under Holmgren, including Mark Brunell 
(Green Bay, 1993-94) and Matt Hasselbeck (Green Bay, 1998; Seattle, 
2001-08). 


In addition to Holmgren’s tutelage of players, nine of his former assistant 
coaches ~ either in Green Bay or Seattle - have gone on to become an 
NFL head coach. 


Holmgren's football acumen is highly regarded in league circles as he 
served on the NFL's prestigious Competition Committee from 1996-98 and 
2002-2005. He co-chaired the Committee during his first stint. He is cur- 
rently a member of the Competition Committee's sub-committee. 


A San Francisco native, Holmgren played quarterback at Lincoln High 
School, where he was named the “Prep Athlete of the Year" in 1965, He 
went on to play at USC from 1966-69 before being selected by the St. 
Louis Cardinals in the eighth round of the 1970 NFL Draft. He went to 
training camp with both the Cardinals and Jets in 1970 before getting into 
coaching the following year. Holmgren earned his Bachelor of Science 
Degree from USC in 1970.

Tom Heckert was named the Browns’ general manager on January 11, 
2010. He comes to the Browns after spending the past nine seasons 
with the Philadelphia Eagles (2001-09), including the last four as General 
Manager (2006-09). 


Heckert first went to the Eagles as Director of Player Personnel in 2001 
before being promoted to Vice President of Player Personnel in 2003. 
He joined the Eagles following a 10-year stint with the Miami Dolphins 
(1991-2000), spending his first nine seasons there as both a pro and 
college scout. Heckert also served as the Dolphins’ Assistant Director of 
Pro Personnel/College Scout in 1999 before being promoted to Director 
of Pro Personnel in 2000. 


During Heckert’s tenure with the Eagles, the team drafted or acquired 10 
players who would go on to eam Pro Bowl status, including kicker David 
Akers, defensive lineman Trent Cole, wide receiver DeSean Jackson, 
offensive lineman Jason Peters, cornerback Asante Samuel and fullback 
Leonard Weaver, all of whom were selected to the 2010 Pro Bowl. Of the 
22 Eagles starters at the end of the 2009 season, 13 were draft choices 
of the team during Heckert’s tenure while two more were signed as un-

drafted free agents. In fact, three players from the club's 2009 draft class 
were among the 13. 


Over the course of Heckert's 19-year NFL career, the teams with which 
he has been associated have experienced 14 winning seasons, won 
eight division titles and made 14 postseason trips, including six Confer- 
ence Championship game appearances (1992, 2001-04, 2008 seasons), 
in addition to representing the NFC at Super Bowl XXXIX following the 
2004 season. 


In his career, Heckert has had the opportunity to work for three of the 
most successful head coaches in NFL history, including Hall of Famer Don 
Shula, Jimmy Johnson and Andy Reid. 


Heckert was appointed by the NFL to the College Advisory Committee 
in 2003, which advises college football juniors on their draft status. He

Gil Haskell was named the Browns’ Senior Advisor to the President on 
February 10, 2010. 


Haskell brings a wealth of experience to the Browns, having coached on 
both the collegiate and professional levels for more than 30 years. Most 
recently, he spent nine seasons with the Seattle Seahawks (2000-08), 
with his first seven campaigns as offensive coordinator (2000-06) and 
the final two as assistant head coach/offensive coordinator (2007-08). In 
2005, the Seahawks finished the season ranked second in total offense 
as they advanced to Super Bow! XL. During Haskell’s tenure in Seattle, 
the Seahawks captured four NFC West titles (2004-07) and advanced to 
the postseason five consecutive times (2003-07), In addition, quarter 
back Matt Hasselbeck was selected to the Pro Bowl on three occasions 
as he posted a record of 58-45 as a starter. 


Prior to joining the Seahawks, Haskell was the offensive coordinator of 
the Carolina Panthers for two seasons (1998-99), where his offense fin- 
ished the 1999 season ranked sixth overall in the NFL.

Haskell also spent six years with the Green Bay Packers, coaching both 
running backs (1992-94) and wide receivers (1995-97). During Haskell’s 
time in Green Bay, the Packers won three NFC Central titles (1995-97), 
made five postseason trips (1993-97), and appeared in two Super Bowls 
(1996-97) with one Super Bowl title (1996), Tutoring the team’s wide re- 
ceivers for his final three years with the Packers, Haskell helped develop 
a pair of young receivers in Robert Brooks and Antonio Freeman, who 
combined for three ',000-yard receiving seasons during this time, as both 
surpassed the plateau in 1997, 


Haskell entered the NFL coaching ranks in 1983, spending nine seasons 
with the Los Angeles Rams (1983-91), leading the special teams (1983- 
86), running backs (1987-90) and tight ends/special teams units (1991). As 
a member of the Rams’ coaching staff, the team won the NFC West title 
in 1985 and made two NFC Championship game appearances, in 1985 
and 1989. With Haskell as special teams coach, punt returner Henry El- 
lard compiled a 12.9-yard average and scored four touchdowns following 
his first four years (1983-86), making him the NFL's all-time leading punt 
returner after the '86 campaign. 


Before joining the Rams, Haskell spent five seasons at the University of 
Southem California (1978-82) coaching wide receivers and special teams. 
In his first season at USC, the Trojans posted a 12-1 record and captured 
the 1978 NCAA National Championship, based on the UP! Coaches Poll. 
He joined the Trojans’ staff following a nine-year stint at St. Ignatius High 
School (1969-77) in San Francisco, Calif,, where he spent his final five 
seasons as the team's head coach. As a youth, Haskell spent 22 years 
working in a variety of roles within the San Francisco 49ers organization, 
as his late uncle, Dr, William O'Grady, was part owner of the team, A native 
of San Francisco, Haskell and his wife, Nancy, have four grown daughters, 
Paula, Patty, Jenny and Julie.

COACHING HISTORY 


Eric Mangini was named the 12th full-time head coach in the history of 
the Cleveland Browns franchise on January 8, 2009. 


For Mangini, it marked a retum to his NFL roots, having kicked off his 
tenure in the league as a ball boy and an intern in the Browns’ public 
relations department in 1994, His tireless work ethic was just as evident 
in that first year as it is today, a quality that led then-head coach Bill 
Belichick to add Mangini to the team’s coaching staff in 1995, 


In Mangini's first season guiding the Browns, he displayed a sense of 
fesiliency that rubbed off on his team and led to the Browns winning their 
final four games of the year. This transformation actually began several 
games earlier, as the Browns lost their three games preceding this streak 
by 2 total of just 17 points. This four-game winning streak was about 
more than just becoming the first Browns team since 1986 to win their 
final four games of the season, it was about creating a sense of unity and 
infusing a belief in a system that Mangini had seen work in each of his 
previous coaching stops. 


A critical component to this system is the set of core values which 
Mangini instills in his team. These four values are Communication, 
Focus, Finish and Trust. Players are constantly reminded of these values 
and they are prominently displayed on the practice fields at the Browns’ 
Berea, Ohio training facility. To successfully carry through with these 
values, Mangini continually seeks out players who possess a set of six core 
characteristics; Smart, Tough, Competitive, Hard Working, Selfless and 
guys to whom Football Is Important. 


i's these sets of values and characteristics that helped the Browns stay 
the course despite starting with a 1-7 record through the first half of the 
2009 season. Over the final eight games of the season, the Browns 
improved in no less than 10 offensive categories and six defensive 
categories. The most notable per game improvements on offense 
occurred in points scored (+11,1), total yards (+78.2), rushing yards 
(+67.1), red zone efficiency (+20.8%), third down percentage (+14.7%), 
turnovers (-1.9) and lime of possession (+3:21), On defense, the unit 
made its biggest strides in rushing yards (-52,0) and sacks (+1.0). 


In 2009, the Browns finished the season with 77 penalties, the third-low- 
est total in the NFL and 23 less than the previous season when they fin- 
ished 24th in the league. Overall, the Browns finished in the top 10 in the 
league in no less than 13 team categories, most notably sacks (40, 8T) 
and rushing yards per game (130.4, 8th). The 40 sacks were the most by 
a Browns team since 2001 and 23 more than the previous season 


The Browns also became just the second team in league history to start 
a season 1-11 and win its final four games, joining the 1993 New England 
Patriots. 


In his 15 years of NFL coaching experience, Mangini has been a part 
of six teams that qualified for the playoffs, including five that captured 
division crowns and three that came away with the Lombard! Trophy as 
Super Bow! champions. 


Immediately prior to being hired by the Browns, Mangini was the head 
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coach of the New York Jels for three years (2006-08), In 2006, Mangini 
took over a team that had gone 4-12 the previous year and guided them to 
a record of 10-6 and a Wild Card playoff berth, The Jets started with a 5-5 
mark before compiling victories in five of their last six contests, including 
their final three. The sense of discipline instilled by Mangini was apparent 
thal year, as points allowed (365 to 295), turnovers (34 to 25), penalties (98 
to 70) and sacks allowed (53 to 34) all dropped significantly from the previ- 
ous season, while points scored (240 to 316), third down efficiency (35.3% 
to 43.8%) and time of possession (26:37 to 31:03) all improved drastically. 
Mangini was named AFC Coach of the Year by the prestigious Kansas City 
Committee of 101 that year. 


Of the 15 full-time head coaches in Jets history from 1980-2009, he is one of 
only three to lead the team to a playoff berth in his first season with the club 
(Herman Edwards, 2001; Rex Ryan, 2009). Overall, Mangini led the Jets 
to a regular season record of 23-25 in his three seasons, During Mangini’s 
tenure in New York, the Jets committed the fewest penalties (210) and pen- 
ally yards (1,615) combined in the NFL over that three-year span. Special 
teams also proved to be a point of emphasis as the Jets accounted for six 
return touchdowns, tying for the second-most in the NFL during the stretch 
while allowing only one, which tied for the fewest, In 2008, the Jets pos- 
sessed one of the most potent offenses in the NFL, producing 405 points, 
which was not only the third-most in he AFC but also represented the third- 
highest single-season figure in franchise history. The running game was 
particularly effective in 2008, as the Jets were third in the AFC in average 
per rush attempt (4.7), tied for third in the AFC in rushing touchdowns (20) 
and ranked fourth in the AFC in rushing yards per game (125.3). 


Eight different Jets earned Pro Bowl berths over the three years thal 
Mangini was head coach, including seven following the 2008 season, Of 
the eight, three were drafted in Mangini's first two seasons with the team 
(C Nick Mangold, CB Darrelle Revis and KR Leon Washington), while four 
others (DT Kris Jenkins, QB Brett Favre, RB Thomas Jones and G Alan 
Faneca) were either traded for or signed while he was the head coach, 


Prior to joining the Jets as head coach, Mangini spent six seasons with 
the New England Patriots (2000-05). His first five seasons were spent 
as defensive backs coach (2000-04) before being promoted to defensive 
coordinator in 2005, In Manginl's five seasons in charge of the team’s sec- 
ondary, the unit earned five Pro Bowl selections and evolved into one of 
the NFL's most successful defensive backfields, The Patriots recorded 99 
interceptions from 2000-04, the fifth-highest total in the NFL over this span. 
Their 14 interception retums for touchdowns in those five years tied wilh 
Tampa Bay for the most in the NFL, 


The performance of the Patriots’ secondary and their ability to succeed 
despite key injunes earned high acclaim in 2004. During the regular season, 
seven different defensive backs recorded at least one interception while also 
accounting for mare than half of the team's 36 takeaways. In the postsea- 
son, defensive backs registered six interceptions in three games. Injuries 
forced Mangini to utilize nine different starters that year, while he also had 
to convert a linebacker and a wide receiver into defensive backs. Follow- 
ing season-ending injuries to each of the opening-day starting comerbacks, 
Mangini enlisted second-year performer Asante Samuel and undraited 
rookie Randall Gay, who started 23 games combined, including all three 
playoff contests. In addition, under Mangini's tulelage, 12-year veteran wide 
receiver Troy Brown leamed to play comerback; Brown recorded 17 tackles 
and three interceptions, tying for second on the team, Linebacker Don Davis 
was also used in the secondary, starting at safety for the final two games 
of the reqular season. Despite these drastic changes, Patriots’ opponents 
produced a composite passer rating of only 75.3 dunng the regular 
season, giving New England the fourth-best mark in the AFC, as the Patriots 
marched to their third Super Bow! title in a span of four seasons, 


The secondary was an integral part of a dominating defense that led the 
NFL in 2003 by allowing a franchise-record low 14.9 points per game. The 
Patriots ended the season with 15 consecutive wins, including the Super 
Bowl XXXVIII title. New England's pass defense led the NFL in four key 
categories that year interceptions (29), fewest touchdown receptions al- 
lowed (11), opponents’ passer rating (56.2) and pass deflections (121). 


The Patriots’ 29 interceptions were the second-most in club history and 
the most by a Patriots team in 40 years (31 in 1963). 


Prior to his stint in New England, Mangini was an assistant coach with the 
Jets under head coach Bill Parcells from 1997-99. He served primarily as 
the Jets’ defensive assistant/quality control coach and worked closely with 
Bill Belichick, who was the Jets’ assistant head coach/secondary. Mangini 
was also responsible for advance opponent film breakdowns and analysis. 
\n 1999, the Jets’ defense ranked third in the AFC with 24 interceptions, 
the team’s highest total since 1969 (29). The defensive backs recorded 
18 of those 24 interceptions. In 1998, the Jets’ defense surrendered an 
average of just 16.6 points per game, a figure thal ranked third in franchise 
history, helping the Jets to a 12-4 regular season record and the club’s first 
division title, as they advanced to the AFC Championship Game before 
falling to the eventual Super Bowl champion Denver Broncos. 


Mangini’s first coaching opportunity came in 1995 as an assistant on the 
Browns’ staff. Ted Marchibroda retained Mangini when the team moved to 
Baltimore in 1996 and became the Ravens, where he worked as an offen- 
sive assistant/quality control coach. The Ravens averaged 357.7 yards per 
game during the 1996 season, the third-highest figure in the NFL that year. 
PHILANTHROPY 

Mangini realizes the importance of giving back to the community. In 
2002, Mangini, along with his brother, Kyle, founded the Carmine & 
Frank Mangini (CFM) Foundation to benefit under-resourced children. 
Funds from the foundation are used towards computer scholarships for 
Students and mini grants for teachers and coaches to pursue projects 
that may be beyond their current budget. Each year in Hartford, Mangini 
hosts a one-day football fundamentals minicamp that raises money for 
the foundation. The camp was first held in 2002 and has grown each 
year, giving athletes in grades 8-12 a chance to lear skills from some of 
the NFL's top players and coaches. This past year, more than 125 volun- 
teer coaches taught more than 800 students during the one-day session, 
making it the largest camp since its inception in 2002. 


During his tenure in New York, Mangini and his wife, Julie, were strongly 
committed to their philanthropic endeavors. Mangini hosted the inaugural 
Charity Bowl at Chelsea Piers in New York City in May 2007 and then 
again in 2008, the proceeds from which benefitted non-profit organizations 
committed to providing athletic and academic opportunities to deserving 
children. In addition, the couple has actively supported other charitable 
organizations including Homeless Solutions, Inc. and the St. Elizabeth 
House. 


Since coming to Cleveland, Mangini has opened doors for various youth 


and military groups to attend minicamp and training camp practices. 
During the holiday season, he and Julie have immersed themselves in 
the Adopt-A-Family Program through The Littlest Heroes. In addition, 
the couple has taken under its wing the Berea Children's Home & Family 
Services, a group to which they have donated time and resources, 


The Mangini’s have also been involved with the Big Brothers Big Sisters 
of Northeast Ohio. They helped create an opportunity for “Littles” to write 
an essay, story or poem about Big Brothers Big Sisters describing what 
their “Big” means to them. Because the Bigs often do so much for their 
Littles, this reverses the role and offers the Littles the opportunity to be 
selected to take their Big to a Browns game and receive special treatment, 
including pre-game field passes and postgame autographs from Browns 
players and coaches. 


Mangini's work off the field has also included a couple of television appear- 
ances. In 2007, along with Jets players Chad Pennington, Laveranues 
Coles and Ben Graham, he was in an episode of Sesame Street in which 
he taught Elmo and his goldfish, Dorothy, the basics of football and the 
alphabet. Also that year, he made a cameo in the final season of the hit 
HBO series The Sopranos. 


Mangini played nose tackle and eamed four letters (1989-90, 1992-93) at 
Wesleyan University in Middletown, Connecticut. He set a school record 
with 36.5 career sacks, including 22 during his final two seasons. In 1993, 
he ranked second in schoo! history in total tackles and was voted a first- 
team all-star by NESCAC and ECAC-New England Division Ill. He also 
eamed All-America third-team and All-East Coast honors in 1992 and 1993. 
He graduated from Wesleyan in 1994 with a degree in political science, 


As an undergraduate at Wesleyan, Mangini worked as an intem for the 
New England Crusaders, a minor league football team. Mangini also spent 
two seasons in Melbourne, Australia as the head coachidefensive coor- 
dinator for the Kew Colts, a semi-professional football team. He led the 
team to a two-year mark of 22-3-1 and a pair of championships. It was in 
Australia that Mangini’s love of coaching began to grow. 


Mangini is a native of Hartford, where he attended Bulkeley High School. 
As a senior in 1988, he received the Brian Piccolo Award for outstand- 
ing athletic and academic achievement, was named the Scholar Athlele of 
the Year and eared the scholar-athlete award from the National Football 
Foundation and College Hall of Fame. 


Eric and Julie have three sons: Jake, Luke and Zack.

Brad Seely is entering his second season as the Browns’ assistant head 
coach/special teams coordinator. One of the most respected special 
teams coaches in the NFL, he has 32 years of coaching experience, 21 
of which have come in the NFL 


In addition to being a part of three Super Bowl winning staffs in his NFL 
career, since 1990 Seely's special teams units have ranked in the top 
nine in the NFL 10 times, based on a composite formula devised by the 
Dallas Morning News. This includes a top five finish six times and a No. 
1 ranking twice, one of which came last year. Seely was voted as the 
Special Teams Coach of the Year by his peers in 2009. 


In 2009, the Browns’ special teams ranked in the top 10 in the NFL in 
no Jess than eight categories, including a No. 1 finish in kickoff return 
defense (19.9 avg.) and average drive start after kickoffs (31.4). They 
tanked in the top five in the NFL in five other categories, including a 
No. 3 finish in punts inside the 20 (40) and punt return average (11.7), 
a No. 4 ranking in field goal percentage (92.0%) and net punting aver- 
age (37.8), while they gamered a No. 5 finish in punt return average 
defense (6.6). Individually, Josh Cribbs became the eighth player to earn 
Pro Bowl honors under Seely, as Cribbs led the NFL in kickoff return 
touchdowns (3) and total return touchdowns (4), as he became the NFL's 
all-time leader for kickoff return touchdowns. With kickoff retum touch- 
downs of 103 and 100 yards at Kansas City on December 20, Cribbs 
became one of only two players in NFL history to have two kickoff returns 
for touchdowns of 100 yards or longer in the same game. Cribbs also 
finished third in the NFL in kickoff return average (27.5) and fourth in punt 
fetum average (11.9). In addition, Blake Costanzo evolved into one of 
the top coverage players in the league, as he accounted for 14 tackles, 
three fumble recoveries and one forced fumble, and was named to CNN/ 
Si.com’s All-Pro team. 


Before joining the Browns, Seely spent the previous 10 seasons with the 
New England Patriots as special teams coach, where he was a part of 
three Super Bowl championship clubs as a member of that staff. During 
his tenure in New England, Seely's special teams units consistently con- 


tributed to the team’s accomplishments, In fact, combined over a 10-year 
period from 1999-2008, the Patriots led the NFL in kickoff return average 
(23.5), were fourth in field goal percentage (83.4%) and placed eighth in 
punt return average (9.9). In addition, his units registered 11 retums for 
touchdowns, including eight off kickoffs, a figure that tied for second in the 
NFL over this 10-year stretch, 


During Seely’s time in New England, kickers Adam Vinatieri and Stephen 
Gostkowski, as well as special teamer Larry [zzo all were selected to rep- 
resent the AFC in the Pro Bowl. In addition, the Patriots twice had the 
AFC's leading kickoff returner during Seely's tenure (Kevin Faulk in 2002, 
Bethel Johnson in 2003), and the leading punt retumer once (Troy Brown 
in 2002), 


Prior to joining the Patriots, Seely worked with the Carolina Panthers from 
its inaugural season of 1995 through 1998, where he helped lead a team 
that appeared in the NFC Championship Game in just its second season. 
In 1996, Seely eamed Special Teams Coach of the Year honors with Caro- 
lina as he helped produce the NFL's best kick retum specialist in Michael 
Bates, who made the first of three straight Pro Bow! appearances that year. 
Also in 1996, kicker John Kasay made the lone Pro Bowl appearance of his 
career, as he established a then-NFL record 37 field goals. 


Seely got his start in the NFL coaching ranks in 1989, when he tutored 
Indianapolis’ special teams and tight ends for a five-year stint (1989-93). 
During his tenure with the club, he assisted in the development of two Pro 
Bowl special teamers — punter Rohn Stark and return specialist Clarence 
Verdin, In 1992, the Colts had the NFL's top specials teams unit based 
on rankings by the Dallas Moming News. Seely then coached the Jets’ 
special teams for one year (1994), and in that season the Jets ranked fifth 
in the league in kickoff return defense (19.6 avg.) and sixth in punt return 
defense (6.8 avg.). 


Seely began his coaching career in 1978 at South Dakota State. The fol- 
lowing year, he accepted a graduate assistant position at Colorado State, 
where he was later hired as the offensive line coach in 1980. In 1981, 
he was named the assistant offensive line coach on Ron Meyer's staff at 
Southern Methodist. He helped coach a line that opened holes for SMU's 
“Pony Express” backfield of Eric Dickerson and Craig James. The next 
year, he coached at North Carolina State before joining the staff at Pacific 
in 1983, In 1984, he started a five-year stint as the offensive line coach at 
Oklahoma State, which helped produce the likes of Thurman Thomas and 
1988 Heisman Trophy winner Barry Sanders. 


Seely earned a degree in economics and physical education while garner- 
ing all-conference honors as an offensive quard at South Dakota State. 
Seely and his wife, Patti, have three daughters, Sarah, Hannah and 
Brynn,

Brian Daboll is going into his second year as Cleveland's offensive coor- 
dinator, a post he took over on January 14, 2009 


In Daboll's first year as offensive coordinator, the Browns committed just 
34 penalties on offense, the lowest total of any team in the league. In 
addition, the offense improved dramatically over the second half of the 
season, as they saw increased production in no less than 10 categories 
over the final eight games, most notably points scored (+11.1 pg), total 
yards (+78.2 pg), rushing yards (+67.1 pg), red zone efficiency (+20.8%), 
third down efficiency (+14.7%), turnovers (-1.9 pg) and time of posses- 
sion (+3:21 pg). 


Prior to joining the Browns, Daboll spent the previous two seasons with 
the New York Jels as quarterbacks coach. In 2008, Daboll played a major 
role in helping to acclimate Brett Favre to the Jets’ offense after Favre 


came out of retirement and was acquired by the team on August 7. In 
2008, Favre was voted to the AFC Pro Bowl squad, as he ranked fifth in 
the NFL in completion percentage (65.7). 


Before joining the Jets, Daboll spent seven seasons on the New England 
Patriots’ coaching staff, where he earned three Super Bowl rings. He be- 
gan his tenure in New England in 2000 as a defensive coaching assistant 
After holding that position for two seasons (2000-01), he was promoted to 
wide receivers coach and held that title for his final five seasons (2002- 
06). Under his tutelage, wide receiver Deion Branch was named MVP of 
the Patriots’ Super Bowl XXXIX win over Philadelphia following the 2004 
season, the first player to earn that honor as a wide receiver since San 
Francisco's Jerry Rice in Super Bowl XXIll after the 1988 season. 


Prior to making the jump to the NFL, Daboll spent one year as a restricted 
volunteer at the College of William & Mary before serving two seasons 
(1998-99) as a graduate assistant al Michigan State University. 


Daboll started for two seasons as a safely at the University of Rochester, 
As a senior, he once recorded three interceptions in one game. He was 
raised in Buffalo, N.Y. and attended St. Francis (Buffalo) High School, 
where he lettered in football.

Now in his second season as Browns’ defensive coordinator, Rob Ryan 
possesses 23 years of coaching experience, including 12 in the NFL. 


In Ryan's first year as defensive coordinator, the Browns’ defense did not 
allow a touchdown in three contests, the most games in which a Browns 
defense did not yield a touchdown since 2003. The unit registered 40 
sacks, lied for the eighth-highest total in the NFL last year and the most 
by a Browns team since 2001 (43), In addition, the defense improved 
dramatically over the second half of the season, as they saw increased 
production in several categories over the final eight games, most notably 
points allowed (-5.3 pg), total yards (-39.9 pg), rushing yards (-52.0 pg), 
third down efficiency (-1.8%), sacks (+1,0 pg) and first downs (-2.7 pg). 


Prior to joining the Browns, Ryan spent the previous five seasons (2004- 
08) as the defensive coordinator with the Oakland Raiders. In Ryan's five 
seasons with the team he helped develop a pair of Pro Bowlers in defen- 
sive end Derrick Burgess and cornerback Nnamdi Asomugha. Burgess 
boasted 38.5 sacks in his four seasons under Ryan's tutelage, including an 
NFL-high 16 in 2005. Asomugha ranked third in the NFL in 2006 with eight 
interceptions. In 2006, the Raiders’ defense led the NFL in pass defense 
(150.8 yards pg) and ranked third in total defense (284.8 yards pg). Thal 
year, Ryan was named USA Today's “All-Joe” and Bill Amsparger's “Foot- 
ball Outsiders” Coordinator of the Year. 


Before joining the Raiders, Ryan spent four seasons (2000-03) as line- 
backers coach on Bill Belichick’s New England coaching staff. Ryan's unit 
helped contribute to Patriots wins in Super Bowls XXXVI and XXXVIII, as 
Tedy Bruschi emerged into one of the NFL's top linebackers. In addition, 
linebacker Willie McGinest was selected to the AFC Pro Bowl squad fol- 
lowing the 2003 season, 


The son of former NFL head coach Buddy Ryan, Rob originally entered 
the NFL coaching ranks in 1994 as defensive backs coach on his father's 
staff at Arizona, as the Cardinals’ defense ranked third in the NFL in total 
defense thal year. With Ryan as his position coach, comerback Aeneas 
Williams earned two trips to the Pro Bowl, in 1994 and 1995. In 1995, the 
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Cardinals led the NFL with 42 total takeaways, 


Following a one-year stint as defensive coordinator al Hutchinson (Kan- 
sas) Community College (1996), Ryan was Oklahoma State's defensive 
coordinator from 1997-99, where the Cowboys’ defense continually 
tanked among the best in the nation. He was named Coordinator of the 
Year by The Sporting News in 1997. In 1999, Oklahoma State ranked 
10th in the nation in total defense, and in 1998 were second in the nation 
with 41 sacks. 


Ryan began his coaching career as a graduate assistant al Wester Ken- 
tucky in 1987, He moved on to a similar position at Ohio State in 1988. 


Ryan then spent five seasons on a full-time basis at Tennessee State, 
where he coached running backs (1989-91), linebackers (1992) and the 
defensive line (1993). 


Ryan played three seasons as an outside linebacker at Southwestem 
Oklahoma State, 


Ryan's twin brother, Rex, is the head coach of the New York Jets. Rob 
and his wife, Kristin, have two sons, Joseph and Matthew, and a daughter, 
Dimitra, Rob also has another son, Tyler.

Gary Brown enters his second season as the Browns’ running backs 
coach, after having been named to the post on February 17, 2009. 


In Brown's first season tutoring the team’s running backs, Jerome Har- 
rison led the club with 862 yards rushing, after he had amassed 448 
yards in his first three NFL seasons combined. He rushed for 570 yards 
and five touchdowns on 113 carries (5.0) over the final four games, the 
second-highest total in the NFL over the final quarter of the season. His 
total included a Browns single-game record 286 yards at Kansas City 
on December 20, as he snapped Jim Brown's previous club mark. That 
game was the first of three in a row in which Harrison eclipsed the 100- 
yard rushing plateau.

Matt Eberflus enters his second season as a member of the Browns’ 
coaching staff in 2010 after being named the team's linebackers coach 
on February 20, 2009. He joined the club after spending the previous 17 
years on the collegiate level and the last eight years on the staff at the 
University of Missouri as the Tigers’ defensive coordinator. 


In his first season tutoring the Browns’ linebackers, Eberflus helped guide 
the unit to a solid performance despite the fact that both starting inside 
linebackers sustained season-ending injuries by Week 8. David Bowens 
made the successful transition from the outside to inside and responded 
with a career-high 71 tackles, including 5.5 sacks the third-highest total 
of his 11-year NFL career. Third-year performer Jason Trusnik, acquired 
five weeks into the season, made the first 10 starts of his three-year 
career and collected 54 tackles and 2.5 sacks. Matt Roth stepped right 
into the starting lineup after being claimed off waivers and registered 28

Carl Smith re-joined the Browns on January 22, 2009, after first spending 
the 2001-03 seasons as part of the team’s staff. He possesses the most 
experience of any member of the club's current staff, having spent more 
than 35 years in the coaching profession, including 20 in the NFL. 


Of Smith's 20 seasons as an NFL assistant, 13 have been spent as offen- 
sive coordinator. Most recently, he served in that role with the Jackson- 


ville Jaguars from 2005-06. In 2006, Jacksonville's offense ranked 10th in 
the league and third overall in rushing with an average of 158.8 yards per 
game. In 2005, the Jaguars’ offense racked up 361 points, 100 more than 
they did the previous season, as they compiled a regular season record of 
12-4. In addition, the offense turned the ball over just 17 times that year, 
the second-lowest figure in the NFL. while their six interceptions were the 
fewest in the NFL. 


Prior to joining the Jaguars, Smith spent the 2004 season as the quarter- 
backs coach at USC, where he mentored Heisman Trophy winner Matt 
Leinart as the Trojans won the national championship. 


For 21 of his last 22 seasons in the coaching profession, Smith has been 
an assistant at the professional level, beginning with a three-year stint 
(1983-85) with the Philadelphia/Baltimore Stars of the USFL. His final 
two years there were spent as quarterbacks/wide receivers coach, and 
the Stars claimed the league title on both occasions. He moved on to the 
New Orleans Saints in 1986, serving as that team’s offensive coordinator 
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and quarterbacks coach for the next 11 seasons. During that time, the 
franchise recorded its first-ever winning season, eared its first playoff 
berth, won its first division title and qualified for the postseason on four 
occasions. From 1997-99, Smith was on the staff of the New England 
Patriots, first as assistant head coach/quarterbacks (1997) and then as 
tight ends coach (1998-99). In that '97 season, quarterback Drew Bled- 
soe completed more than 60 percent of his passes, threw for more than 
3,700 yards and amassed career-high figures for touchdown passes (28) 
and passer rating (87.7) as he was voted to the AFC Pro Bowl squad. In 
1998, tight end Ben Coates led the team in receiving with 67 catches for 
668 yards and six touchdowns, as he ranked second among NFL tight 
ends in receptions that year and was voted to the AFC Pro Bowl squad. 


Before getting into the professional ranks, Smith was an assistant at 


the collegiate level for 12 seasons, the final six as an offensive coordina- 
tor.

George Warhop is entering his second year of service as the offensive 
line coach with the Browns and his 15th overall in the NFL. 


In 2009, the Browns averaged 130.4 rushing yards per game, which 
ranked eighth in the league. Cleveland also averaged 4.2 yards per rush 
attempt and yielded just 30 sacks, figures which put them in the top half 
of the NFL in both categories. Under Warhop’s tutelage, left tackle Joe 
Thomas was selected to his third straight Pro Bowl and first-round draft 
pick Alex Mack became just the fifth NFL rookie since 1998 to start all 16 
games at center, as he was a consensus all-rookie selection. 


Prior to joining the Browns last year, Warhop spent the previous four 
seasons with the 49ers. In San Francisco, Warhop shaped an offensive 
line which paved the way for running back Frank Gore to become the 
first player in franchise history with three consecutive 1,000-yard rush- 
ing seasons (2006-08). This included a franchise-record 1,695 yards in 
2006, a figure which led the NFC that year. In 2007, Warhop oversaw 
the development of rookie tackle Joe Staley, who opened all 16 games at 
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right tackle and became the first rookie offensive lineman in 49ers history 
to start all 16 contests. In addition, guard Larry Allen was selected to the 
NFC Pro Bowl squad that year, 


Warhop joined San Francisco after spending the previous two seasons 
(2003-04) with the Dallas Cowboys. In Warhop’s two years with the Cow- 
boys, tackle Flozell Adams and guard Larry Allen were selected to the NFC 
Pro Bowl squad both times. 


Warhop got his start in the NFL as an offensive line assistant with the 
St Louls Rams from 1996-97. That catapulted him into the position of 
offensive line coach with the Arizona Cardinals in 1998, a spot he held for 
the next five years. During his tenure with the Cardinals, Warhop tutored 
the group through a steady decline in quarterback sacks allowed from the 
78 surrendered in 1997 ~ the year prior to his arrival — to 50 in 1998, 45 in 
1999, 35 in 2000 and 29 in 2001. 


Warhop entered the coaching arena in 1983, as a student assistant at his 
alma mater, Cincinnati. He then served on the offensive staffs at Kansas 
(1984-86), Vanderbilt (1987-89) and New Mexico (1990-91). From 1991- 
92, he was the offensive coordinator for the London Monarchs of the World 
League of American Football, helping that team to a World Bowl title in 
1991, He had a pair of stops as an offensive line coach at the collegiate 
level, at SMU (1993) and Boston College (1994-95) before embarking on 
his NFL career. 


Warhop was a standout offensive lineman at Rubidoux High School in 
Riverside, Calif, and went on to play guard at Mount San Jacinto Col- 
lege (Calif.) before moving on to the University of Cincinnati, where he 
played center.

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HOW THE BROWNS WERE NAMED 


Just how did the Cleveland Browns get their name? 


One myth is that the team was named afler the popular boxing champion, Joe Louis, “The Brown Bomber,” The truth, according lo several published 


teporis, is this: 


When owner Arthur McBride brought an AAFC team to Cleveland in 1945, he held a newspaper contest to name the team and offered a $1,000 
war bond to the winner. Most of the entries submited wanted the name Browns, because the extremely popular Paul Brown was the team’s head 


coach. 


Coach Brown thought il wouldn't be proper to name the team after him, and the entry "Panthers" was selected, A few weeks later, a man approached 
McBride and said he owned a semi-pro team in the 1920s called the Cleveland Panthers and he still owned the rights to the name, 


McBride could have bought the man off, but Brown vetoed the idea. The coach didn't want the new team to be associated with a losing franchise, 
Instead of holding a new contest, Brown reluctantly agreed to name the ‘eam Browns. But, in sticking with his original ideals, Brown suggested publicly 
that since Louis was “The Brown Bomber’, that was how the team got its name. Not a single entry in the contest listed Louls or his nickname as'a 


reason for choosing “Browns.”

From 1946-1955, Otto Graham quided the Browns to 10 league crowns and NFL Championships in 1950, 1954 and 1955. He led the NFL 
in passing for two seasons and recorded 23,584 career passing yards. In 1953, Graham finished the season with a 64.73 completion 
percentage, the highest in club history, He was-an All-League selection from 1951-55, Graham was inducted in the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame in 1965. 


#32 JIM BROWN 

Brown was the NFL's leading rusher in eight seasons and holds the Browns franchise record for career rushing yards, atlempts and 
touchdowns. An All-America selection from Syracuse in 1956, Brown was named NFL Rookie of the Year in 1957. He participated in 
nine consecutive Pro Bows from 1958-66 and was Voted NFL most valuable player in 1958 and 1965. Brown Was inducted in the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame in 1971. 


#45 ERNIE DAVIS 

After being selected first in the 1961 NFL draft, the Browns acquired Emie Davis in a trade wilh the Washington Redskins, Tragically, 
Davis passed away two years later from leukemia and never played a professional game. A star running back from Syracuse, Davis 
was the first African-American to win the Heisman Trophy in 1961 and guided the Orangemen to their only national championship the 
same year. 


#46 DON FLEMING 

Don Fleming was selected by the Chicago Cardinals in the 28th round of the 1959 NFL draft. He was traded to the Browns in 1960 and 
Was @ mainstay at the safely position.

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CLEVELAND BROWNS TRAINING AND 


The Cleveland Browns Training and Administrative Complex is located in 
Berea, Ohio, on 13 acres of land. The building, which originally opened 
in August 1991, was renovated in the spring of 1999, while further 
renovations and expansion commenced dunng the 2009 offseason. The 
most recent improvements include an expanded locker room, a lobby 
restoration that pays tribute to Browns’ Hall of Famers and a complete 
renovation of the cafeteria, video room, and meeting rooms, including a 
new 2,300 sq. ft. auditorium featuring 120 theater seats. 


Existing features in the state-of-the-art facility include a field house of 
60,000 sq. ft. with a 70-yard field, a 3,100 sq. fi athletic training room and 
a restaurant-style kitchen for meal preparation. The complex also hosts 
three regulation-size natural grass practice fields ideal for year-round 
football operations, including the team's training camps. 


The Dino Lucarelli Media Center, which opened in December of 2002 at the Browns Training and Administrative Complex in Berea, features an expansive 
media work room, two radio/television interview rooms, a kitchen and privale locker space for media members. 


Lucarelli, 75, has been working with Cleveland media for nearly 50 years and has been affiliated with the Cleveland Browns organization since 1975 
with responsibilities in player relations, media services and alumni relations. Lucarelli called the naming of the media center “one of the biggest thrills 
of my life.” 


The Cleveland Chapter of the Professional Football Writers of America (PFWA) has named its “Good Guy Award” for Lucarelli. The Good Guy Award is 
given annually for cooperation with the media and for the way a player carries himself in the community and with his teammates. The National Football 
Foundation (Northeast Ohio Chapter) Lifetime Achievement Award is also named for Lucarelli,
